1,000,000th Ton of Bombs 


During the attack on the synthetic oil 
refinery in Merseberg-Leuna, in the 
center of Germany, on September 28 the 
army air forces dropped its millionth 
ton of bombs in this war. Almost half of 
this total, 432,000 tons, was dropped 
since D Day, June 6. General H. H. 
Arnold, chief of the American Air Force, 
has pointed out that hitting the enemy 
with this great weight of bombs has not 
been without cost. There have been 
72,000 air force battle casualties—dead, 
missing, prisoners, and wounded; and 
5,300 non-battle casualties made up of 
dead, missing, sick and injured. Over- 
all plane losses amounted to approxi- 
mately 42,000. Of these, 14,600 aircraft 
have been lost on combat missions and 
an additional 9,900 have been lost over- 
seas from non-combat causes. In the 
continental United States, 17,500 have 
been lost. 

AAF planes overseas have flown 13,- 
900,000 hours, consuming more than 
2,000,000,000 gallons of 100 octane gas- 
oline. They used 238,000,000 rounds of 
ammunition to destroy more than 27,- 
000 enemy airplanes, probably destroy 
6,000 more and damage 10,000 others. 


Culture? 


By a recent survey made by the Market 
Research Company, it has been shown 
that one of the chief educational factors 
among youth is the comic magazine. 
96% of boys between the ages of 6 and 
11 read an average of 14 comic maga- 
zines each month, 94% of the girls read 
11. Between the ages of 12 and 17, 
90% of the boys and girls read 12 comic 
magazines a month. In the age group 
18 to 30 years, 55% of the men read 7 
comic magazines a month, while 43% 
of the women read 9. 


Rockets in Peace 
Rockets will be converted from their 
wartime role of destruction, and will be 
used within this generation to carr 
mail and express at the rate of 120 miles 
a minute, according to a Westinghouse 
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official. Will rockets help to spread the 
gospel? 
Pollen Beats Blockbusters 

Though blockbuster bombs weigh 
two tons each, scientists now say there 
is more potential power in pollen, that 
six grains of pollen in a sensitive nostril 
can produce a bad attack of hay fever. 


There are a billion grains of pollen in a 


single teaspoonful. A spoonful could give 
hay fever to 166,666,666 people—all of 
United States and Canada. 


China Mines 
Details can. now be disclosed about 

one of the new Allied secret weapons: 
anti-personnel and antitank mines made 
of glass and china. The U. S.-made 
mines, like the wooden-cased ones which 
Germans first used in Italy, cannot be 
located by conventional detectors which 
are designed for the metal-cased variety. 
Furthermore, china mines can be plant- 
ed as close as four feet apart instead of 
the usual 20. In France they proved ex- 
ceptionally effective in blowing up ar- 
tillery and tanks. Incidentally, the Ger- 
mans couldn’t hope to duplicate them 
within six months after capturing models 
intact. 

Movies Banned 


Russia has investigated her juvenile 
delinquency problem, according to Elim 
Evangel, and has traced the trouble to 
the corrupting influence of the movies. 
To remedy it, Soviet school children 
(through high school age) will not be 
permitted to attend movies during the 
entire school year. As a war measure, 
Russia also has enforced prohibition. To 
win the war, she realized that the purity 
and morality of Russian youth must be 
maintained. 


Chain Prayer 
Suggestive of the chain letters, but 


_ admittedly. more purposeful, is Walter. 
Dwyer’s simple “Cape Cod Plan of 


Prayer.” From a modest beginning in 
West Dennis, Mass., the prayer prac- 
tice has reached around the world in 
just about two years. 


Dwyer, a retired New York business 
man and active layman in the First Con- 
gregational Church, Harwich, believes 
in prayer. So much so, he struck upon 
a seven-word meditation—“Father, ‘Thy 
will be done through me”—to bring peo- 
ple of all religious faiths together in 
what he describes as “a national offen- 
sive for a united spiritual front.” 

Hundreds of thousands of Catholics, 
Protestants, and Jews have endorsed the 
plan. Each is asked to repeat the prayer 
three times daily, to try to live the prayer 
in his daily life, and to invite at least 
seven others to adopt the prayer plan.

An. unbeliever once said: “I will be- 
lieve only what I can understand; none 
of that ‘mystery stuff’ for me.” 

He was asked to explain: How it is 
that a black cow eats green grass, which 
makes white milk, and churns yellow 
butter, and then, when eaten by the 
young man’s sweetheart, made red hair, 
for she was red-headed. 

Can you explain this mystery of God? 
Note some other mysteries of God’s: 


(1) Cf. the remarkable transformation 
that takes place when a caterpillar Can 
upholstered worm) encases itself in its 
home-made casket and is changed into 
a beautiful butterfly. How hair is 
changed to scales—a million to the square 
inch. The many legs of the caterpillar 
become only six legs on the butterfly; the 
yellow color becomes a beautiful red; the 
crawling instinct becomes a flying in- 
stinct. 

Thus will God take the life of a sinner 
and transform it, until it glows with the 
beauty of the Lord and is fragrant with 
the graces of heaven. - 

(2) A handful of sand is deposited 
by the Lord in the heart of the earth. 
Great heat is applied from beneath and 
ponderous weight from above until, 
when it is found by man, it has been 
miraculously changed into a beautiful, 
fiery opal. 

(3) God takes a handful of clay, de- 
posits it deep in the earth, applies great 
heat beneath it, and when it is found by 
man it has become a beautiful amethyst, 
prized most highly. 

(4) God takes a handful of black car- 
bon, plants it deep in the bowels of the 
earth, treats it with heat below, presses 
it with rocks of the mountains above, and 
tranforms it into a glorious diamond fit 
for a King’s crown. 

As God performs these wonderful 
miracles in nature, He also can trans- 
form the souls of men, renew their 
hearts if they only trust fully, in Christ 
Jesus, the Lord of life. 

Next, note the marvelous accuracy of 
God in His operations in the three king- 
doms of the earth—(1) the animal, (2) 
the vegetable, and (3) the mineral king- 
dom. Observe: ‘in the hatching of eggs: 


for example: 
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The eggs of the potato bug hatch in 7 
days: 

Those of the canary in 14 days: 

Those of the barnyard hen in 21 days: 

Those of the ducks and geese in 28 
days: 

Those of the mallard in 35 days: 

Those of the parrot in 42 days: 

The eggs of the ostrich hatch in 42 
days. 

God knows how to regulate Nature; 
He makes no mess out of it nor a failure. 
Only the One who made you can suc- 
cessfully direct you. Only the One who 
made the brain and the heart can suc- 
cessfully guide them to a profitable end. 

God’s wisdom is seen in the making 
of the elephant. The four legs of this 
great beast all bend forward in the same 
direction. No other quadruped is so 
made. God planned that this animal 
should have a huge body, too large to 
live on two legs. For this reason He gave 
it four fulcrums so that it could rise to 
the ground easily. 

The horse rises from the ground on its 
two front legs first: 

The cow rises from the ground with 
its two hind legs first. How wise the 
Lord is in all His works of creation! 

God’s wisdom is revealed in His ar- 
rangements of sections and segments as 
well as in the number of grains. Note: 


1. Each watermelon has an even 
number of stripes on the rind: 

2. Each orange has an even number 
of segments: 

3. Each ear of corn has an even num- 
ber of rows: 

4. Each stalk of wheat has an even 
number of grains: 

5. Each bunch of bananas has, on its 
lowest row, an even number of bananas, 
and each row decreases by one, so that 
one row has an even number, and the 
next row an odd number. 

6. The waves of the sea roll in on the 
shore 26 to the minute in all kinds of 
weather. 

7. All grains are found in even num- 
bers on the stalks, and the Lord specified 
thirtyfold, sixtyfold, and an hundred- 
fold —all even numbers. 

God has caused all flowers to blos- 
som at certain specified times during the 


day, so that Linneus, the great botanist, 
once said, that if he had a conservatory 
containing the right kind of soil, mois- 
ture, and temperature, he could tell the 
time of the day or night by the flowers 
that were open and those that were 
closed. 

Thus, the Lord, in His wonderful 
grace, can arrange the life that is en- 
trusted to His care in such a way that it 
will carry out His purposes and plans, 
and will be fragrant with His presence. 
Only the life given over to the care of 
the Lord is safe. 

Another mystery, as yet, unsolved by 
man: God performs a great miracle 
when He causes the limb of a tree to 
grow straight out from the trunk for a 
distance of forty, fifty, or sixty feet, and 
with no other anchorage than perhaps 
fifteen or eighteen inches of fibers which 
lose themselves in the trunk of the 
tree. No human being has discovered 
how to apply this principle in the con- 
struction of buildings or bridges 

The God who can do this is able to 
work miracles in your life as well.

Long Lost Israel Tribe Discovered 


A curious story has reached us from 
India through Corporal David Macarow, 
as related in the “Jewish Examiner” of _ 
May 12, 1944. 


This brother found a whole tribe of 
Israelites in India who observe all of the 
Jewish rites and ceremonies, the Seventh 
Day as their Sabbath, the keeping of all 
of the Ten Commandments, the observ- 
ance of the Hebrew Passover, circum- 
cision, the Jewish marriage ceremonies, 
and the worship in the Jewish Syna-_ 
gogues, which they have built all over 
their province. 

These India-Jews speak and worship 
in the Hebrew tongue but are dressed 
as the India people are dressed, and their 
women also wear the India garb, with 
their faces covered by a veil, so that no 
living man but their own husbands 
could ever see their faces and enjoy their 
beauties. As in the European and Amer- 
ican Synagogues of the Orthodox Jews, 
these India Jews worship in the Syna- 
gogue themselves, while their wives are _ 
hid away in galleries where no male — 
could see them during the worship 
hours. 


They observe strict Kosher diet in 
meats and other provisions so that there 
is no doubt at all that they are Jews. In 
the surrounding India territories, these 
Jews are considered as a caste of their 
own to which none other may aspire. 
They are exclusive and do not mingle 
with any other nationality. 


But they believe in the coming of the 
Messiah, or Savior. They cry out as do 
all other Jews in the world, “Though 
He tarry, yet will I wait,” meaning the 
first coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
How terribly blind are the Protestant 
churches when they fail to understand 
the cry of the Christless Jew as he 
stretches out his longing arms towards 
heaven to weep for the coming of One 
who has already come and can only 
come the Second time, but will not until 
the church will have awakened to its 
high responsibility towards the scattered 
tribes of the House of Israel.

Why should the church of Christ lag 
behind in its plans to forge ahead when 
doors closed by war and intrigue are 
thrown open to the gospel? Must it al- 
ways be true that “the children of this

It is encouraging to see a stirring in 
many communions to awake and pre- 
pare for holy warfare against the unholy 
forces that have brought our generation 
to the verge of financial, moral, and spir- 
itual bankruptcy.

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five million dollars. This means that 
business men, farmers, and wage earners 
must match the consecration of these 500 
front-line soldiers of Jesus Christ by 
giving of their means beyond anything 
we have ever done in the past. This will 
test the genuineness of our professed 
Pentecostalism. It is probable that some 
would rather shout or talk about “the 
good old days”; but here we have the 
chance to outstrip the practical conse- 
cration of the old days in this scriptural 
challenge to go our limit in giving to 
the world the glorious gospel of the 
Blessed God. 


How to Proceed 


It is my opinion as the church gives 
itself to prayer, that many of our finest 
young men and women will hear the 
voice of the Great Shepherd, even as at 
Antioch when Barnabas and Saul were 
called and separated for missionary work. 

Is it not time to catch the spirit of the 
Master when He said, “The harvest 
truly is plenteous, but the laborers are 
few; pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest that He will send forth laborers 
into His harvest”? 


It is not enough to pray for laborers, 
for “how shall they preach except they 
be sent?” The church that prays they be 
sent, and prays for them after they are 
sent, should have a very real share in 
sending and maintaining them. So our 
program calls for giving—consistent, sys- 
tematic, heroic giving. 


Now, certainly some of my readers 
have already lost interest in this little 
preachment; but if you are still inter- 
ested, let us go a little farther. 


Are we ready to adopt a system that 
bids fair to double our missionary budget 
in this District? When the U. S. Gov- 
ernment would collect the last shekel of 
your share in its expenses, it asks you to 
make an honest estimate of your income 
for the year with the clear understanding 
that a certain per cent be earmarked for 
Washington. Nobody is happy about 
that; yet we.all agree that the system is 
O.K. Now, could we not be real happy 
in making a voluntary estimate of our 
income with a view to the setting aside 


of a definite portion for world missions? 

This yearly pledge system has been 
used successfully for many years by some 
of our Full Gospel churches and those 
who have used it would not think of 
reverting to the old hit-or-miss system. 

Now, of course, our churches are sov- 
ereign, and they plan their own pro- 
grams. Your District Superintendent 
would not have it otherwise. However, 
it is clearly within my province to sug- 
gest that we pray and plan and move 
forward in the strongest, most concen- 
trated push in the history of modern 
Pentecostal missions.

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STUDIES IN DANIEL 


By J. Narver GortNeR 


Study VIII 
DANIEL IN THE LION’S DEN 
Chapter 6 


This is one of the most interesting 
chapters of the Bible, and with this 
story we have been familiar since the 
days of our early childhood. It is a 
story we never tire of. There is a fresh- 
ness about it, as there is about all the 
great stories of the Bible, that never 


grows stale. 
I. The Position Daniel Occupied under Darius 


Verses 1-3. This Darius is the “Dar- 
ius the Median” of the last verse of the 
preceding chapter. He is to be identi- 
fied with the Ahasuerus of Esther 1:1 
and the Artaxerxes of Ezra 6:14 and 
Neh. 2:1. Darius, like Ahasuerus and 
Artaxerxes, is not a proper name but 
rather an appellative. It means main- 
tainer and was used of a long line of 
kings as, for instance, Pharaoh was used 
in Egypt and Caesar in Rome. The 
Medo-Persian empire had displaced the 
Babylonian empire, the “head of gold” 
having given place to the “breast and 
arms of silver.” Darius proceeded to set 
over the kingdom and hundred and 
twenty princes, or “satraps,” as the word 
is rendered in the Revised Version, in 
the Jewish Version, and by Rotherham, 
Moffat, Young, and Gordon. A satrap 
is defined in the Century Dictionary as 
“the governor of a province. under the 
ancient Persian kingdom.” The Medo- 
Persians being now in power, it was 
very fitting that these satraps should be 
appointed. ‘The word which means “sa- 
traps,” and is rendered “princes” in the 
A. V., is found only in Daniel, and is 
always rendered as it is rendered here. 
There were a hundred and_ twenty 
provinces at this time, and over each of 
these provinces one of these governors 
was appointed, and over the satraps the 
king set three presidents, or, superior 
officers, and of these one was chief. That 
one was Daniel. How does it happen 
that so soon after Darius became king 
he proceeded to make Daniel the chief 
of the presidents and satraps? It is 
stated here that “an excellent spirit was 
in him.” It is undoubtedly true that 
the king knew all about Daniel’s past 
record. He and his excellent queen, Es- 
ther, had been watching his career with 
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interest. We have reasons to believe, as 
we shall learn later on in Daniel, that 
the prophet had visited Shushan the 
capital of Persia, and had perhaps been 
entertained in the royal palace, and it 
may be that he and Esther had enjoyed 
seasons of prayer together. It was there 
in Shushan before Babylon fell, while 
Belshazzar was still king, and while, it 
may be, the Medo-Persians were getting 
ready for the conflict that resulted in 
the fall of Babylon and the death of 
Belshazzar, that Daniel had his great 
vision of the world-empires that we call 
the “Beast Vision.” What he was doing 
there we do not know, but he may have 
been there for the purpose of averting, 
if possible, the brewing conflict. At that 
time he was connected with the Baby- 
lonian empire, and he may have been 
dispatched to Shushan for the reason 
that he was a Jew, and Esther was a 
Jewess, and it was thought he would 
have greater influence there than any 
other man the king might send from 
Babylon. But more about this when we 
consider the next chapter. 


The king, we read, purposed to set 
Daniel over the whole realm. At this 
time Daniel was 87 years of age. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt proposed that Justices of 
the Supreme Court be retired at the age 
of 70. But Darius was a wiser man. 
Why punish a man because he is old? 
The advice of the old men would have 
kept Rehoboam out of a lot of trouble 
if he had followed it. If we must have a 
“brain trust” it seems to me it would be 
much more sensible to have such a trust 
composed of the old men of the country 
who have been tried, and who have 
proven in times of emergency that they 
are men of wisdom and foresight. Dar- 
ius was at this time “about threescore 
and two years old.” And Esther must 
have been near sixty. Both had learned 
much, and one of the things they had 
learned was that experience is a most 
valuable instructor. 


Il. The Envy Daniel’s Appointment to This 
Position Excited 


Verses 4, 5. They “sought to find 
occasion against Daniel concerning the 
kingdom; but they could find none oc- 
casion nor fault; forasmuch as he was 
faithful, neither was there any error or 


fault found in him.” What a testimony! 


It would seem that they would have re- _ 


joiced that such a man had been found, 


and that they would have congratulated | 
the king for having such a dependable | 


man to appoint to this position of great < 


trust and responsibility. If they had — 
been true patriots they would have re- _ 


joiced, but their supreme interest was 
in themselves. Daniel was a Jew; they 
were natives of the land; he had been 
brought as a captive in the days of his 
youth from a conquered land, and had 
grown up to mature manhood in cap- 
tivity. Why should the king pass them 
by and appoint Daniel? “Wrath is 
cruel, and anger is outrageous; but who 
is able to stand before envy?’—Prov. 
27:4. “A sound heart is the life of the 
flesh; but envy the rottenness of the 
bones.”—Prov.

Children’s Home 


The well constructed buff brick build- 
ings which are on the property pur- 
chased recently in Hot Springs, Arkan- 
sas, by the Executive and General Pres- 
bytery of the General Council, is the 
beginning of a new program being un- 
dertaken by our General Council. The 
National Children’s Home of the Gen- 
eral Council of the Assemblies of God, 
Inc., is being opened as soon as possible 
to receive children. 

The Missions Department has long 
sought to find a way in which to care 
for missionaries’ children who must be 
left in this country to finish their educa- 
tions while the parents return to the mis- 
sion fields. The National Children’s 
Home will offer a partial solution to this 
problem, in providing care in a Christian 
homelike atmosphere while giving the 
children the opportunity to attend the 
grade and high schools of that section. 

Such an institution is needed to pro- 
vide the means to fulfill the obligation 
such an organization as ours faces in 
view of the great need for providing 
maintenance, care, and education of de- 
pendent, under-age children, who be- 
cause of the loss of one or both parents 
are not otherwise provided for. We 
have thousands of fathers now serving 
in the Armed Forces, some of whom 
may never return. Some of their chil- 
dren will need the care of such a home. 

The National Children’s Home will 
operate entirely by faith. As its needs 
for maintenance and development are 
made known to us or otherwise become 
our concern, let us be ready to share in 
this good work with our substance. 

Sister Gladys Hinson is the Superin- 
tendent of the home.

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The Food for Evangelism 


The bees are remarkable in more ways 
than one; perhaps not more so than for 
their ability to alter the whole nature of 
the baby grubs by a change of diet. 
Ordinarily the grubs become either 
worker bees or drones, but “there comes 


a time when the colony is getting too 


large for its home, or the queen is get- 
ting old and not able to lay suflicient 
eggs. The workers then build some 
queen cells which are quite different 
from the ordinary brood cells. ‘The grubs 
which hatch out do not differ in any 
way from the worker grubs, but they 
are fed on special food called “royal 
jelly,” made by the nurse bees from 
honey and pollen mixed with saliva.” 

This is, indeed, the law of nature. 
‘That which we eat vitally alters our 
nature. Take, for instance, the so-called 
governing classes. Though theoretically 
anyone may become a minister of state, 
the government of this country is mostly 
‘in the hands of those who have been in- 
tellectually prepared for this task by a 
‘diet of economics, history, politics, and 
other particular food designed to pre- 
pare for this end. Or take an electrical 
engineer; theoretically anyone may be- 
come one. Yet in point of fact no one 
does until he has been fed upon scien- 
tific treatises dealing with the laws of 
electricity and all the various methods 
of utilizing it. ‘The same is true of any 
specialized work. 

The food of Evangelism is the Word 
of God. Feed the soul upon this and you 
will become an expert in the work of 
God.: What particular branch of that 
work you are called to will, in large 
measure, be determined by your re- 
sponse to the special diet upon which 
you feed. The Word of God will make 
you a strong and successful soul-winner. 
Therefore feed much on the Word of 
God. 

_ To. learn the technique of soul-win- 
‘ning, Charles E. Cowman, founder of 
the ‘Oriental Missionary Society, went 
‘direct to the Word of God. Within one 
‘week of his conversion, he had led two 
others to Christ; within six months he 
had led seventy-five. 


Immediately he began witnessing for 
Christ; conviction seized a number of 
men and he became a soul-winner from 
the day of his conversion. He knew 
‘practically nothing about dealing with 
seekers, and when they came to him 
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deepest conviction for sin, others filled 
with doubts, he would say to them, “Go 


home and pray.” Many came to, him 


with difficult questions regarding -the 


Scripture. The questions asked were _ 
written down in a note-book, and he 


would _go into his small study on his re- 
turn from the office, and, taking his 
Bible from the desk, would search for 
hours, often away into the early morn- 
ing, to find a scriptural answer. He 
learned from practical experience the 
value of the Word of God, and the fol- 
lowing evening his seekers would find 
an answer to their questions in a word of 
Scripture. It was God’s own Word, and 


‘therefore could not fail. 


An old fisherman, from long experi- 
ence, knows just how to bait his hook, 


but Charles Cowman’s knowledge of 


the Bible was limited to what he had 
been taught as a child; and where to 
begin and how to lead a soul to Christ 
appeared to him one of the most difficult 
problems. Did not the Master say, “Fol- 
low Me, and I will make you to become 
fishers of men’? 

In the after years when called upon to 
address assemblies of Christian workers 
and Bible students on the subject of 
“Soul Winning,” in response to their 
earnest enquiry, “How shall we do per- 
sonal work?” he would invariably say, 
“Just begin and do it and let the method 
unfold of ‘itself.”—Elim Evangel.

he was questioned as to his time spent 
in the camp. One Christian friend 
asked, “Did you suffer much ribbing or 
persecution up there?—I understand 
they’re a pretty tough outfit to be around 
and still keep your testimony for the 
Lord.” 'To this the young man answered, 
“Nope — didn’t have a bit of trouble — 
in fact, they never found out I was a 
Christian!” What a sad picture; yet 
what a true picture of many today, who 
are without that true love for Christ that 
makes them want to herald the joy of 
their soul. 

The devil has purposely made the 
path of the witness difficult — nothing 
pierces the pride of a Christian any more 
quickly than slight jeering from the ob- 
ject of his testimony. Yet there is no 
more colossal an offense against the 
enemy than the “word of our testimony.” 

Paul says in 2 Timothy 1:8, “Be not 
thou therefore ashamed of the testimony 
of our Lord.” We've got the greatest 
thing this side of heaven to testify about, 
yet how many are afraid to peep a word 
‘of testimony outside the church. I heard 
recently of a woman who through the 
testimony of a young Christian, was 
saved and filled with joy at the knowl- 
edge her sins were gone. Shortly after 
giving her heart to the Lord she told the 
friend who had testified to her, “If you 
had told me of this three years ago, I 
would have come to the Lord.” Perhaps 
there is someone within your sphere of 
influence who tomorrow would be a 
saved man or woman if you testify to 
him or her today. 

To be sure, we need strength for this 
task.

The statement was made in my hear-in behalf of my class on week days are 


ing —“A true teacher is just as much a 
teacher on Monday as on Sunday.” 

Desiring to be at my best for God and 
the class which I felt God had assigned 
to me, I did some serious thinking about 
the possibilities as well as the respon- 
sibilities of a Sunday School teacher on 
those days outside of class. 

Now, I am a busy person and for 
some time I felt that I was doing well to 
give my Sunday School class my time 
and strength and interest on Sunday— 
that was my sacrifice for God; and when 
Monday came, it was only right to take 
care of regular duties until another Sun- 
day rolled around. 


My first alarm came when I saw my 
class beginning to lose interest in faith- 
ful attendance. Some of the girls 
dropped out entirely; I tried to tell my- 
self that it was the spirit and pull of the 
age and was to be expected. 


Finally, in desperation I went to God 
for help—and for the first time, I real- 
ized that I was only half doing the job 
He had given me; and that the sacrifice 
I thought I was presenting to God was 
effortless and lacking in reality. With- 
out a doubt—“a true teacher is a teacher 
every day of the week.” I found that a 
teacher’s hardest, yet most effective, work 
must be done on week days; and that a 
teacher’s true value on Sunday depends 
on what is done on week days, by way 
of preparation, planning, thinking, and 
praying. 

Being convinced of my inconsistency, 
I asked God to forgive me and to take 
me into partnership with Him on my 
Sunday School class. Now He and I 
hold conference daily concerning that 
class and its individual members. I have 
so fallen in love with Him recently that 
a much greater love has gripped me for 
my class of girls. That which seemed a 
sacrifice before, has now become but 
loving and reasonable service to my 


Lord.

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as follows: 

1. Contacting each of last Sunday’s 
absentees through visitation, telephone 
calls or letters.

3. Taking inventory of last Sunday’s 
lesson—its weak spots—its high spots— 
interest shown, etc.,—always with an eye 
for improvement.

6. Planning outlets for the interest 
my class shows in “doing things” for God. 

7. Praying for wisdom, understand- 
ing, patience, compassion.

thing Antichrist will undoubtedly do in 
his day. Flattery is of the devil. Let us 
beware of it. These flatterers, the en- 
vious enemies of Daniel, had murder 
in their hearts. In the enumeration of 
“the works of the flesh” in Gal. 5:19-21 
“envyings” and “murders” are linked 
together, the former immediately preced- 
ing the latter. The same thing is true 
in Rom. 1:29 where “murder” immed- 
iately follows “envy.” And these flat- 
terers were liars. They asserted that 
“all the presidents and satraps” were 
agreed that this decree should be pro- 
mulgated, whereas Daniel who was the 
chief of the three presidents had not 
been consulted at all. If Darius had 
taken time to investigate he would have 
made this discovery. But he did not 
take time to investigate. It would seem 
that he would have learned something 
as a result of his failure in the early years 
of his reign. to give due consideration to 
the proposal made by Haman before 
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giving consent thereto (Esther 3:8-13), 
but kings, and other people, who are giv- 
en to the bad habit of making hasty de- 
cisions are hard to cure, and they rarely 
cure themselves. If a man has: a good 
wife, and he knows that one of his 
failures is that he reaches hasty con- 
clusions, it would be well if he would 
adopt the practice of consulting his wife 
before allowing himself to make any 
important decision. If the king had con- 
sulted his queen, Esther, before agreeing 
to the proposal of Haman, he would 
never have agreed to it, and if he had 
done the same thing on this occasion he 
would at least have saved himself from 
great distress of mind and a sleepless 
night. But we read here that the king 
“signed the writing and the decree.” 
And the decree was immediately pro- 
mulgated. It provided that if any person 
should “ask a petition of any god or man 
for thirty days, save” the king, he should 
“be cast into the den of lions.” 

Under the regime of Nebuchadnezzar 
criminals were cast into a “burning, fiery 


furnace.” They were burned alive. But 
now the Babylonian Empire had been 
displaced by the Medo-Persian Empire, 
and the form of capital punishment was 
death by lions in a lions’ den. Such a 
den, we have been informed, was main- _ 
tained for this express purpose, at_the 
expense of the state, just as chambers 
for the execution of criminals are main- 
tained today. 
IV. The Faith and Fidelity of Daniel under 
the Most Trying Circumstances 

Verse 10. Daniel “knew that the writing 
was signed.” He had been in the habit — 
of praying three times a day, with his 
windows open toward Jerusalem. Read 
Psalm 55:17. He might have desisted 
from this practice, or he might have 
closed the windows and drawn the 
shades down; or he might have gone to 
a secluded spot, a secret place, to pray; 
but to have done so would have been to 
deny God, or at least to have given to 
God a subordinate place in his daily 
program. And Daniel was not a man 
who would do this: Why did he have 
his windows open toward Jerusalem? 
Read I Kings 8:46-49. 
V. The Temporarily Apparent Success of the 

Cowardly Plot 

Verses 11-17. A preacher, preaching 
on “Successful Flattery,” took for his 
text verses 7-9. But was the. flattery suc- 
cessful? In the sense that the immediate 
object was secured, yes. But mark the 
ultimate outcome! The men themselves 
must have conceded afterwards that it 
had been a failure. Their success was 
only apparent success, and that appar- 
ent success was only temporary. ‘The 
word that is rendered “assembled” in 
verse 15 is the same word that is ren- 
dered “rage” in Psalm 2:1, where we 
read, “Why do the heathen rage, and 
people imagine a vain thing?” There the 
marginal rendering is “tumultuously as- 
semble.” ‘The meaning here is that 
Daniel's enemies became enraged be- 
cause the heart of the king was set upon 
delivering Daniel; in their rage they lost 
their equilibrium; tumult possessed 
them, and they became like an uncon- 
trollable mob. So the king, forced against 
his will by the fact that the decree had 
been issued, a decree that, according to 
the law of the Medes and Persians, 
could not be altered, gave the order, and 
Daniel was cast into the den of lions. 
Mark what the king said to Daniel 
(verse 16), and also the fact that the 
den was doubly sealed after Daniel had

been cast in;. it was sealed with the. 


king’s signet, and with the signet of his 
lords. The object of thus sealing it was 
“that the purpose might not be changed 
concerning Daniel.” The den was so 
sealed that the king could not get Dan- 
iel out without the consent of his lords, 
and his lords could not get him out 
without the consent of the king. It may 
be that the lords insisted upon this in 
order that they might be certain that the 
king could not proceed, without their 
knowledge, to deliver Daniel. “Then 
the king went to his palace, and passed 
the night fasting; neither were instru- 
_ ments of music brought before him; and 
his sleep went from him.” Instead of 
“instruments of music” we have in the 
margin of the R. V., “dancing girls,” 
and Moffat, in his translation, has put 
this rendering into his text, “Then the 
king went to his palace; he spent the 
night fasting, he had no dancing girls 
brought to him, and sleep left him.” 
The word is rendered “diversions” in 
the Jewish Version, and also in the 
- Smith-Goodspeed translation. It is found 
nowhere else in the Old Testament, 
and it comes from a root which means 
to chase, or drive away. By means of 
neither “instruments of music,” nor 
“dancing girls,” nor other “diversions,” 
did the king try to get his mind off 
Daniel. And if Esther, his queen, had 
succeeded in impressing upon his mind 
the importance of prayer, it appears to 
me that he must have prayed. Whether 
he prayed or not, I feel sure Esther 
prayed. 


VI. The Miraculous Preservation of Daniel in 
the Lion’s Den 


Verses 19-21. It was because Daniel 
“believed in his God” that he was de- 
livered. This deliverance was an achieve- 
ment of faith. It is to this deliverance 
undoubtedly that Pau! refers in Heb. 
11:33 where he uses the expression, 
“stopped the mouths of lions,” literally 


“sealed the mouths of lions.” 
VII. The Punishment Meted Out to Daniel’s 


Accusers and the Decree of the King 
Concerning Daniel’s God 


Verses 24-27. “The righteous is de- 
livered out of trouble, and the wicked 
cometh in his stead’—(Prov. 11:8). 
How true it is that they who devise mis- 
chief against the righteous must suffer 


for their misdeeds! Daniel was delivered, 


and the very death they designed to make 
Daniel die they died. They digged a 
pit, and into that pit they fell (Psalm 


7:15). Similar retribution overtook Ha- 
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man, who perished upon the gallows he 
had prepared for Mordecai (Esther 7: 
Ge 10Ds 

Josephus tells us that the accusers of 
Daniel, after Daniel had been taken out 
of the den, asserted that the lions had 
been fed just before Daniel was put into 
the den, that they were not hungry, and 
that therefore that incident, and not 
any interposition on the part of Daniel’s 
God, accounted for the fact that Daniel 
was alive. The king gave the order that 
the lions should be surfeited with meat, 
and after they had been thus surfeited, 
the accusers of Daniel, with their wives 
and children, were cast into the den, 
and. the result was as we are here told 


_in the Word of God: they all perished. 


This chapter is concluded with a 
statement concerning the prosperity of 
Daniel during the last days of the years 
of the reign of this Darius, the Astyages 
of Herodotus and the consort of Esther; 
and the first years of the reign of his 
illustrious son, “Cyrus the Persian,” who 
had been born in Persia, but who, since 
his mother was a Jewess, was half-Jew. 

Daniel’s preservation in the lions’ 
den is to be regarded-as a type of the 
Lord’s care for the Israelitish remnant 
in the time of the end. Read Jer. 30:7; 
Zech. 13:8, 9; Rev. 7:1-8. And mark 
the fact that in Zech. 13:9 God says, 
“They shall say, The Lord is my God.” 
And compare with the fact that Darius 
called Jehovah Daniel’s God. “Thy 
God whom thou servest continually,” 
etc., and Daniel’s enemies called Jehov- 
ah Daniel’s God, “We shall not find any 
occasion against Daniel except we find 
it concerning the law of his God.” And 
Daniel called Jehovah his God, “My 
God had sent His angel and shut the 
lions’ mouths.” How blessed to have 
Jehovah recognized by others as “my 
God,” and how blessed to be able to 
thus recognize Him in my own heart! 

“My God is reconciled; 

His pardoning voice I hear; 
He ownes me for His child; 

I shall no longer fear.”
